In other words, to 
kall seals in the North Pacific ocean, 
w there is no possible question 
of restriction, means the destruction 
of the species, while the killing of 
seals in Behring sea, after the sea- 
son of maternity is passed, means 
the perpetuation af the species, 
Capt. Ferry says that seals are 
found in schools of about 20, and 
only two or rarely three cen be 
killed before the rest escape. At 
this rate he says, the seals can 
‘never be exterminated. When 
seal3 leave the northern waters 
about the middle of September they 
travel as fur south as Cape Conces- 
sion, mating during the winter 
months.

Remarkable (tun Practice. 


A correspondent at Singapore describes 
some remarkable practice made from the re- 
cently-mounted 9.2 B.A. guns, under com- 
mand of Colonel Burton Brown, R. A., which 
were tried for the first tine last month at 
the annus! inspection of the Royal Artillery 
by Mayor -G cucral Sir Charles Warren.

Curious Plants. 


‘** Here is what [ call the beer saloon,” 
said a florist in the Botanical Gardens at 
Washington the other day. ‘* You see this 
is shaped liked a pitcher, hangs froma long 
stem and has a curved lid. Inside is a fluid 
that intoxicates all insects that drink it. 
They are then absorbed by the plant. This 
other one, like a round, hollow tulip stem, 
is of the same nature. 

‘* Then, here is a big green pitcher plant. 
Well, frogs climb in this to drink from the 
fluid at the bottom, But they can’t get out 
for when they try to, a couple of sharp 
horns in the lid overhead stab them in the 
back. 

‘« This on the board is what we call stag- 
moss. You see it growson the side of the 
house from a clump of brown leaves like a 
deer's head. From it branch out four large 

een prongs of leaves exactly like horns, 
Of alj@urious plants this is about the oddest. 
These green leave: are spotted with white. 
and you can always trace a face on the out- 
lines, and IJ call it the caricature plant.” 


There vary in height from a quarter of an 
janch to three inches, and exist in astonish- 
‘in gy numbers. It isan many places impossible 
ty press «linger upoa the ground without 
toughing one. For scores of square miles 
they cover the surface of the soil, closely 
packed, upright, and burnt by the sun into 
rigid rolls of hardened clay. The rains 
ultimately break them down into a fine 
powder, rich in plant food, and lending it- 
self easily to the hoe of the farmer. 

These casteare very different in form from 
those familiar in English gardens. On dig- 
ging down, the soil is found to be drilled in 
all direction», by a countless multitude of 
worm-drills, while from thirteen inches to 
two fect indepth the worms are found in 
great numbers in the moist subsoil. It is 
impossible to estimate their number per 
cubic foot, as the quantity varies according 
to the seasons aud the locality. Having 
carefully removed the worm-casts of one 
season from two separate square feet of land 
at a considerable distance from one another, 
and chosen at random, Mr. Milleon found 
the weight to be ten and three-quarter 
pounds, in @ thoroughly dry state. This 
gives a mean of over five pounds per square 
toot and a total of not less than 62,233 tons 
of subsoil brought to the surface on each 
equare mile of cultivable land in the Yoruba 
country every year,

Cattle in America. 


The first cattle that were brought into the 
American colonies were landed at the James 
river plantation, in Virginia, in the year 
1607. They came from the West Indies, and 
were descendants of cattle taken to those is- 
lands by Columbus on his second voyage in 
1498. In 1610 several cows were landed, and 
in 1611 about 100 head more were brought 
to the plantation. This was the origin of the 
eattle boginess in America.

A Few Hints About 0:1 Lamps, 


The tank, or reservoir, for holding the 
oil should be of metal rather than china or 
glass, Wicks should be dry, be just long 
enough to reach to the bottom of the reser- 
voir and be softly woven. They shonld be 
just wide enough to easily fill the wick 
holder without being pulled or squeezed in. 
It is necessary, too, that they be soaked 
with ol just before using the lamp. When 
the lamp is lit the wick should be at first 
turnad down, and then slowly raised as it 
burns. One great essential to aveid all od 
ors from a lamp is to have it thoroughly 
clean, and all charred wick and dust remov- 
ed before lighting. In putting out a lamp 
where it has no extinguishing apphances the 
wick should be turned down, and « sharp 
pas blown across the top of the chimney, 
nt not down on it. A little syatematic care 
in the use ofa lamp wiil bring, instead of 
discomfort, a warm, cheering atm aphere to 
the home.

A Man of Momentary Note. 


\ correspondent writing from Washing- 
ten, D.C, recently, says: ‘A weather- 
saten little man was at the Capital to-day.

Terry, the seizure of whose vessel in 
the Behring sea has been made the occasion 
for filing a writ of prohibition in the Supreme 
court of the United States in behalf of the 
British Government, Capt. Terry has been 
following the sea for a quarter of # century, 
and the sandy beard on his tanned face os 
sprinkled with white, as though it had 
caught and held some of the foam of many « 
wave. Capt. Terry left his home in Victoria, 
B. C., a week ago last Monday in response 
to @ telegram from the British Minister 
here, saying that bis presence was needed 
at Washington Sia days later, after 
scrambling out of one train inte another in a 
hurriccl trip across the continent, he reached 
New York, and, on Monday morning last, 
he set foot for the first time in his life in 
this city. A few bours afterward the coun 
sel for the British Government were making 
their motion in the Supreme court. If the 
attorney-general had suggested Uthat it was 
necessary that the captain of the veasel 
should be present, Captain Terry would 
have been produced with dramatic celerity 
Ap he was not called for, and as the British 
counsel did not make his presence known, 
Captain Terry has kept himself secluded in 
one of the moat prominent hotels in the city 
ever ance. He will not go home until it 14 
certain that his attendance bere ie no longer 
necessary 

““Vhe Bebring sea,” said Capt. Terry, “is 
700 milea wide at its narrowest point ani

Our prisons have Leen reformed. They 
are bo longer in any tewly crvilived country 
what they were a century acoim all coun 
tries, and still are “iberna, Morvece, 
Spam, of some of cur Southern States. Who 
can read Mc Master's deseription of the pris- 
ous of New Eugland in 1754 without a shud- 
der of horror! The underground prison tm 
an old worked-out copper mune near Gran 
by, the only entrance by @ ladder, the cal 
prits immured im pens of wood, the darkness 
intense, the caves reeking with mith, ver 
min abounding, in the dampness the clothes 
of the prisoners molding and rottimg | At 
Northampton, Worcester, Philadelphia, 
Prisons not much better, Lie prisoners 
provided with ne wea and ne scheols | ne 
etlorts made for their reclamation ; sexes ia 
termingled ; old and hardened criminals, first 
otfenders, civil debters, and imprisoned 
witnesses mingling together. Such prisons 
were palpably what Sydney Nauth declared 
the prisons of England to be, schools for 
the education of crunimals. 

But if the prisons have been reformed, 
the criminals have net been. Prison ad 
ministration is humane, but rarely truly 
Christian or truly secreutine. ‘The prison no 
longer exerts any very serious deterrent 
etlect on the lower and poorer class of crim 
nals. In the prigon the criminal is better 
fed, better « lad, better housed an 
ed, better cared for uf sick, than im tree- 
dom, and dees net have to werk se hard 
** Hard labor,” says an expert, “‘i such 
that no prisoner could yet a living outside 
if he did not work harder” The result 
that the commission of petty offenses for 
the very purpose of securing commitment te 
prison 1 sof common eceurrence, A sheritf 
in the interer ef this State mifeorms us that 
a majority of the residents of the county 
jails of the canal counties during the winter 
months are thus self-comnmutted thm the 
other hand, the prisions are not yet muule 
true reformatorics Prison administration 
is no longer brutal, but it is mechanical 
The prisoner is treated, not as an indived 
ual, but a» @ piece of a great machine. His 
labor is servile ; it was odious mm freedom, 
it is made still more odieus in proven. He 
receives no benent from his lebor: he has 
no opportunity for the exereme of a free 
will; he has no rewards, such as life gives 
to well dom, and kept order 
only by ot penalty for of 
rules or by actual imalnlity toe break over 
them. It ww the function of religen te re 
form men; but religion mw either excluded 
from the prison or admitted only under the 
surveillance of a chaplam whe 
often owes his appointment te pelitical 
favoritism, or, without surveillance, by 
teachers with reliygieus zeal but without 
either tact of knowledge The popular 
conception of & successful prison administra 
tion is one that makes men whe are compe 
tent toe earn an honest and
